His plurality was 2,982. In the elec- 
tion of 1892 the Populist vote was 
6.903. The figures show that about 
2.000 of these voters returned to the 
Democratic party in 1894 and last 
year the Populist vote dropped to 
j 4,086 in the Governor's race. This 
year it is probable that no Populist 
candidate will be entered in the race 
and that Dr. Clardy will get all of 
these votes.

Has Recovered His Faculties After 
Twenty-four Years of Sleep. 

T hc village of Graysville has de- 
veloped a strange case as viewed 
from a medical standpoint — that of a 
man who had la*n upon his bed for 
3-1 years, during a great part of 
which time he was blind and speech- 
less, and sometimes unable t > bear, 
but can now walk about with the aid 
of crutches, and his eyesight, voic e 
and hearing are nil restored. This 
man is Asa McClelland. He was a 
soldier in the late war, being a mem- 
ber of Company C, Eighteenth 
Pennsylvania cavalry, and will be 
remembered by many of his old 
comrades. 

In the early part of the seventies 
he was taken ill and became MdMUK 
He lost thc use of his !>>■!>•, and 
finally sank Into a half-< nisclous 
state, during which' he lost b>»th eye- 
sight and power to ipeak, and for a 
time could not bear. Some time be- 
fore his illness his mind became 
temporarily affected, and he at- 
tempted to take his life by shooting. 
The ball struck him near the DOM of 
the brain, but failed to penetrate the 
skull. Rut little injury was dd|e, 
apparently, by the wound, and he 
went about for several months after- 
ward. After he became ill his case 
baffled the akt of physicians. 

Much ol the time he would lie upon 
his bed with his head and entire 
body under covers. He would show 
sign of recognition, and his food 
s frequently pushed under the 
covers within his reach, and thus he 
ate enough to sustain life. This 
lasted during a period of about 
24 years. After the first few years 
old acquaintances ceased their visits, 
and he almost dropped out of their 
remembrance. Mo now relates the 
following strange story: A short 
time ago he felt strength suddenly 
return to his body, aud had an im- 
pulse to arisa He tried to do so 
and found that he could get up. 
About the same time he found his 
eyesight restored. He had not 
uttered a sound for years, but the 
thought occurred to him to make an 
effort to speak and he found his 
voice restored. 

His first attempt to walk was by 
resting his hands upon the back of a 
chair and pushing it along, but he 
now uses crutches. He has forgot- 
ten many words, and these were 
taught him just as a little child is in- 
structed. In the same way he was 
taught to read again. Everything 
new to him. He, however, re- 
membered the names and faces of 
An old ac 
quaintance who had not seen him for 
many years met him at the store at 
Graysville, and was quickly recog- 
nised by McClelland. The latter re- 
fers to the period of his life prior to 
his illness as one who has been away 
in another part of the country for 
many years and has just returned. 
He speaks of places about the village 
when I was here before they 
looked so and so." He says there 
were but two or three houses in 
Graysville when he was there then. 

Like Rip Van Winkle, he seems to 
have awakened from a long dream. 
He says that during his illness he 
iny times able to hear what 
d, but had not the power to 
whisper even a reply. He has an in- 
terest in a piece of land, and draws a 
small pension, and says he now is 
able to conduct his own business. 
Mr. McClelland is 54 years old, and 
formerly worked at the painting 
trade. — Pittsburgh Dispatch.

SOMETHING ABOUT STAMPS. 

Process Preliminary to Their Actual 
Printing. 

All United States stamps are first 
engraved on a soft steel die, which 
afterwards hardened; several ii 
pressions of the die are then made 
on a roller of soft steel, which is 
subsequently hardened. Imp 
from the roller are then made upon 
the soft steel plates used in printing. 
The following are some of the ways 
in which minor varieties of the de- 
sign are caused: By the shifting of 
the roller during the making of the 
plate, causing the top and bottom 
parts of the stamp to be doubled; by 
missing the guide lines, causing thorn 
to appear in the stamp; by retouch- 
ing the die roller or plate— each plate 
is retouched, but some of the dies 
and rollers are not; by a brittle 
roller — small pieces break off and be- 
come embedded in the plate, causing 
white blotches to appear in the de- 
sign; by reentering — that is, im- 
pressing the roller twice on 
same stamp in the plate; also by the 
wearing of the plate. 

A unique medal is said to be pre- 
served in the Paris mint It is a 
very large gold piece bearing on the 
obverse Emperor Napoleon's por- 
trait, and the reverse Hercules 
strangling the giant Antteus. The 
inscription is Descenteen Angleterre 
(Invasion of England), and Frappe a 
Londres (Struck in London). The 
die was broken after the collapse of 
Napoleon's plan and only the proof 
copy preserved. — Harper's Round

It 
was in 1807 that this took place, and 
the members of the general assembly 
talked about it and thought about 
it and worried over it for several 
days, and finally decided that Gen. 
Massie had been elected and was en- 
titled to serve in the office. It did 
not give entire satisfaction— this de 
cision — but then, what action of the 
general assembly ever had that dls 
tinction? Col. Meigs declared his 
determination to abide by the result, 
and his friends acquiesced and 
matters soon went along in the 
usual way. 

Gen. Massie was a part of the 
early history of Ohio, and one of its 
most distinguished citizens. He 
a surveyor and a politician, 
when engaged in neither of these 
pursuits put in his time starting up 
a new town or hunting Indians. 
Frequently captured by the savages, 
he as frequently got away, and lived 
to g«?t home and relate the triaU and 
hardships he had undergone. His 
life was a series of exciting incidents, 
crowned with the esteem and good 
will of his fellow-men, as shown by 
his election to high office and the 
fact that his political opponents 
could find nothing to say against 
him. 

Upon Ohio becoming a state he 
was chosen a senator from the 
county of Ross, and make speaker of 
the first legislature. He was a i 
of great wealth and influence by this 
time, and shared with Col. Meigs 
the reputation of being the most 
popular man in the state. The 
gubernatorial election of 1807 fol- 
lowed, with its contest. Though de- 
clared by the general assembly to 
have been chosen, Gen. Massie re- 
fused to accept the office. "I do not 
want it," he declared. "Col. Meigs 
received a majority of the votes, 
and 1 will not take the place." The 
influence of friends could not induce 
him to change his mind, and he re- 
signed to retire to his farm. After 
this, until his death in 1813, he rep- 
resented Ross county in the legis- 
lature at frequent intervals with 
credit to himself and the people by 
whom he was sent. He was a brave 
man with a disposition marked by 
liberality and kindness. He is the 
enly man in the history of Ohio ever 
elected governor who refused the 
distinction. — Cleveland Leader.

fungus had shrunk to allow It, then 
the gargling. He never lost a pa- 
tient from diphtheria. Or, If the 
patient cannot gargle, take a live 
coal, put it on a shovel, and sprinkle 
a spoonful or two of the brimstone 
at a time upon it, let the sufferer in- 
hale it, holding the head over, and 
the fungus will die."
